On  the  night  of  July  12,  1952,  my  family  and  I wore  attending  a 
movie  at  tho  Greenwood  Drive-in  Theater  in  Greenwood,  Ind,  \t 
2105  hours,  we  cat/  tho  object  streak  across  tho  sky  to  tho  v/est  of 
us  and  going  in  a north-westerly  dirr action.  It  looked  larger  than 
tie  largest  stars  and  two  or  three  times  brighter.  It  seemed 
round  in  chape.  Thore  appeared  to  be  a very  slight  glowing  tail  or 
exhaust.  It  seemed  to  move  in  a straight  line  and  at  a constant 
altitudo,  moving  tho  distance  from  I first  observed  it  until  it  went 
out  of  sight  In  about  four  seconds.

ive, 1 feel  It  the  duty  of  all  of  us  to  help  and  not  hinder 
you  Air  Force  gentlemen  In  your  search  for  on  answer  to  this 
perplexing  and  highly  controversial  cubjact. 


Prior  to  the  enclosed  sightings, I hud  no  preconclev- 
od  notions  on  UFO' s .although  like  millions  of  other  people 
I vas  very  much  aware, due  to  t ho  news  media, of  their  exist- 
ence. 

The  first  sighting  (Aug. 28,1948)  took  place  while  n>y 
wife  and  myself  were  residing  on  a small  farm  In  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  hamlet  of  Beck, Mo.  about  12  miles  south  of  the 
city  of  St.  Louis  on  U.S. highway  61 . the  Eccond  occ- 

urred In  the  came  vicinity  although  we  had, In  the  Interim, 
cold  our  farm  and  moved  to  a now  location  about  2 miles  re- 
moved. 

In  1952  I Bubmltted  a report  of  the  enclosed  phenom- 
enon, to  an  organization  In  L.A.  Qal . calling  It self "Civilian 

saucer  Investigations" they  acknoweleuged  my  communication 

and  thanked  me  for  same, but  this  has  never  satisfied  mo 

I want  to  make  sure  that  this  Information  reposes  In  Air 
Force  hands  where  It  rightfully  belongs.  (1  did  not  submit 

the  July  12  '52  sighting  to  C.S.I.,as  It  had  not  occurred  at 
that  time). Since  the  foregoing  experiences , I have, I think  quite 
naturally ,beea  prompted  to  read  everything  of  a reliable  na- 
ture concerning  U.F.O.'e  that  cones  my  way, and  the  following 
are  a few  personal  conclusions  I have  drawn  that  you  may  (or 
may  not) be  Interested  In  sharing. 


A.  It  Is  my  belief  that  00  called"f lying  baucer" 
and  associated  phenomena  are  not  something  that  have  made 
their  advent  In  the  laet  decade  (more  or  less)  but  are  ,and 
have  been, Indigenous  with  man  for  an  extended  period  of 
time . 

B. Ifurther  believe  that  these  "objects"  are  capable 
of  materializing  and  dematerlallzlng  Inatantanoously  and  at 
will. 


C.  That, though  they  may  be  entirely  capable  of  Inter- 
planetary flight, they  are  not  necessarily  "space  ships"

I wish  to  report  having  seen  a ‘'flying  Saucer".  Let 
me  say  first  that  no-ono  could  have  been  more  skeptical 
than  I about  the  existence  of  these  objects.  Tne  circum- 
stances wore  these. 

I was  on  a vacation  camped  on  a small  lake  called  Rock 
Island  Lake  which  is  near  Taweol  Lake  about  eighty  miDes  north 
of  Kamloops,  British  Columbia.  About  three  o’clock  in  the 
morning  on  Friday,  July  11th  I could  not  sleep  so  got  up  and 
went  down  to  the  lakeside.  It  was  dark  and  I could  just 
see  the  outline  of  treos  against  the  sky.  The  sky  was 
perfectly  clear  and  the  moon  about  half  full  and  at  a height 
of  about  forty  degrees  above  the  horizon.

Suddenly  under  the  moon  and  at  a height  about  halfway 
between  the  moon  and  the  horizon  my  eyes  caught  this  light, 
which  traveled  from  east  to  vest  perfectly  horizontally  and 
was  in  sight  for  about  four  seconds.  I had  no  way  to  judge 
its  distance  so  could  not  estimate  size  or  speed  except  that 
it  seemed  very  fast.  Its  apparent  size  was  about  twice 
the  diameter  of  the  moon.  When  it  disappeared  I cannot  be 
sure  whether  it  wont  behind  the  hills  or  whether  its  light 
went  out,  probably  the  former.  Its  size  seems  to  me  to  have 
remained  apparently  the  same  during  the  time  it  was  In  sight.

My  thinking  changed 
in  four  seconds  from  an  attitude  of  almost  complete  disbelief 
to  one  of  firm  conviction  that  this  thing  exists  and  that  I 
saw  it.

I wish  to  report  having  seen  a “flying  Saucer".  Lot 
mo  say  first  that  no-one  could  have  been  moro  skeptical 
than  I about  the  existence  of  these  objects.  The  circum- 
stances were  these* 

I was  on  a vacation  camped  on  a small  lake  called  Rock 
Island  Lake  which  is  near  Tavool  Lake  about  eighty  miles  north 
of  Kamloops,  British  Columbia.  About  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning  on  Friday,  July  11th  I could  not  sleop  so  got  up  and 
went  down  to- the  lakeside.  It  was  dark  and  I could  just 
see  the  outline  of  treo3  against  the  sky.  The  sky  was 
perfectly  clear  and  the  moon  about  half  full  and  at  a height 
of  about  forty  degrees  above  tho  horizon.

between  the  moon  and  the  horizon  my  eyes  caught  this  light,  „ 

which  travelod  from  oast  to  west  perfectly  horizontally  and  /jc  +•  $*/ 
was  in  sight  for  about  four  seconds.  I had  no  way  to  judgo  »*■ 
its  distance  so  could  not  estimate  size  or  speed  except  that  kr/l  ‘r°';v 
it  seemed  very  fast.  Its  apparent  size  was  about  twice 
the  diameter  of  the  moon.  When  it.  disappeared  I cannot  bo 
sure  whether  it  went  behind  the  hills  or  whether  its  light 
went  out,  probably  the  former.  Its  sizo  seems  to  mo  to  havo 
remained  apparently  the  same  during  the  time  it  was  in  sight* 


Its  appearance  was  as  if  it  wore  made  of  clear  plastic 
containing  a brilliant  white  light.  The  main  body  was  a 
disk  the  thickness  of  which  was  about  one-sixth  of  its 
diameter.  the  rear  was  a blunt  rounded  nose  about  the 

shape  of  the  nose  of  a revolver  bullet.  There  was  no  souhd 
and  no  trail  of  exhaust  or  sparks.  Below  is  a sketch  of  its 
appearance  as  well  as  I can  draw  it. 


For  two  days  afterward  I tried  to  convince  mysolf  that 
this  was  a reflection  or  could  be  accented  for  by  some  normal 
moans  but  have  been  unable  to  do  so.  My  thinking  changed 
in  four  seconds  from  an  attitude  of  almost  complete  disbeliof 
to  one  of  firm  conviction  that  this  thing  exists  and  that  I 
saw  it*
